PERRY COUNTY PROFILE 


Perry County, Illinois has a 1980 population of 21,714 covers 439 
square miles and is located in the accessible proximity of the metro-east 
area. Perry County has six municipalities ranging in population from 280 
to 6,500 persons, with 56% of the population living in the urban areas. 
Perry County, is one of the state’s leading coal mining counties. The major 
employes are manufacturing, trade, agriculture, mining and services. 


Approximately 45% of the population is between the ages of 21-65. 
The 1981 work force was over 10,000 persons, while the average 1981 
unemployment rate was 11.8% with approximately 1,100 persons able 
for employment. The 1979 net migration rate for the county was 3.6%. 
Approximately 13% of the population is poverty classified. There are 
8,900 housing units in the county, of which 17% are classified as 
substandard. 


Transportation 


Perry County has 782 miles of highway, including 100 miles of state 
and 121 miles of county. The county is served by U.S. Route 51, Illinois 
Routes 13, 14, 127, 152 and 154. The county has one airport without 
passenger services. However, passenger service is available at both 
Carbondale and Marion. 


Public Health and Safety 


The county provides 115 hospital beds at two hospital facilities, and is 
located in proximity to the Regional Trauma Center facilities at Carbondale 
Mt. Vernon and Centralia. The county is served by three public and four 
private ambulance services. Public health services are also available 
through the Perry County Health Department. Family practice, adolescent 
health, neonatology and diagnostic radiology are services which are 
available and accessible. 


Educational Services 


Perry County has excellent access to educational facilities and 
services. In addition to the community schools at the primary and 
secondary level. The county is located in both the John A. Logan 
Community College and Rend Lake Community College Districts, In 
addition, Southern Illinois University at Carbondale is located some 35 
miles away. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT THE SETTLEMENT 
AND ORGANIZATION OF PERRY COUNTY 


Perry County was created by an act of the legislative of the State of 
Illinois at its fifth session held in the State Capitol building in Vandalia, 
beginning December 4, 1826 and ending February 19, 1827. The act was 
approved January 29, 1827 by Ninian Edwards, Governor. 


The first appointed office holder in the county was Humphrey B. 
Jones. Mr. Jones was appointed Clerk of the Circuit Court on February 
19, 1927 by T. W. Smith, Associate Judge of the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Jones’ first responsibility was call and hold an election in the County of 
Perry. Election was to elect three County Commissioners, a Sheriff and a 
Coroner. 


Elected County Commissioners were John R. Hutching, David H. 
Mead, and Elijah Wells; Joseph Wells, Sheriff; and Amos Anderson, 
Coronor. All elected officials were sworn in June 4, 1827. Their first act 
was to appoint Humphrey B. Jones, County Clerk and Daniel Dry, 
County Treasurer, Governor Ninian Edwards then appointed Humphrey 
B, Jones as Recorder in Perry County. This completed the organization of 
the new County. 

The County Commissioners appointed a three (3) man committee to 
select a site for a County Courthouse. The committee recommended that 
the best site would be the east half of the northwest quarter of Section 24 in 
Township 5 Range 3 containing 80 acres. The Board accepted the 
recommendation. The site of 80 acres was purchased for $100.00 and 20 
acres was to be surveyed in tracts and lots, streets and alleys with a public 
square. The original plat of Pinckneyville was executed July 21, 1829 and 
recorded in the Office of Recorder in Deed Record A on page 39 where by 
under this act of the Legislature creating the County, it was provided the 
County Seat should be named Pinckneyville. 


A public sale of lots was ordered and in early 1828, 24 lots were sold 
for $1,223.28 for an average of $50.95 each.

The first Courthouse was built on the southeast corner of Lot 32 in the 
Original Survey of Pinckneyville. This is where Law Office of Hohlt, 
House, DeMoss and Johnson Law Office is located. This building was 
completed September, 1828. Adjoining the Courthouse was an enclosure 
for penning up stray horses, cows, hogs and anything caught running 
loose. 


The second Courthouse was completed in the fall of 1837. It was a 
two story building built were the present Courthouse stands taking two 
years for construction and a cost of $1,765.00 Several protests were heard 
due to the excessive cost to the taxpayer. 


The third Courthouse was completed December 3, 1850 at a cost of 
$7,500.00. The Courthouse was again remodeled and added to at a cost 
of $9,742.00. This was completed on April 10, 1897. 


The present Courthouse was added to and remodeled again in 1938 
and 1939. This time the cost was $52,754.00. 


Adding all these figures together, the Courthouse in Perry County has 
only cost the local people $71,761.00. 


Dates To Remember 


The Perry County Board of Commissioners at the present time are 
meeting on the second and fourth Tuesday of each month at 9:00 A.M. in 
the Board Meeting room on the lower level. The Board of Commissioners 
can adjourn for a Special Meeting at anytime between regular meetings. 
The Chairman of the Board can call a Special Meeting by giving 24 hour 
notice or the other two members can request a Special Meeting by 
requesting in writing to the County Clerk of the need for the call. The 
County Clerk must notify the news media of the Special Meeting call. 


The year is divided into four (4) quarters; spring, summer, fall and 
winter. The Board adjourns Sine Die on the last Friday before the third 
Monday of each quarter ending in March, June, September, and 
December. 


In addition, the County Board of Commissioners are required by Law 
to meet on the second Monday of July at 10:00 A.M. 


The County Board meetings are open to the public and anyone may 
appear before the Board for any problem or request that they feel they 
want to present to the Board. The County Clerk is the official keeper of the 
minutes for the Board. 


The County Board of Commissioners are also the Board of Review, 
assessments complaints are filed with the County Assessor, it becomes 
the duty of the Board of Review to personally inspect where the complaint 
is and make discussion if adjustments are to be made. 


When the Board of Review adjourns, they certify the County 
Assessor's Tax Valuation Books and they are then turned over to the 
County Clerk for tax extension purposes. 


Perry County Jail 


I am sure you have heard the song “This Old House Won’t Stand 
Much Longer,” this applies to our county jail. 


No accurate date has been found that can establish the real age of the 
jail, however, it has been established beyond doubt that it is one of the 
oldest in the State being around 125 years old. 


Many years ago the jail was considered an ancient structure beyond 
repair and considerable money was being spent for upkeep. Several 
Grand Jury investigations have recommended building a new jail for Perry 
County at a cost of several hundred thousand dollars. 


In 1971 and 1972, the Perry County Board of Commissioners made 
considerable repairs to the jail by securing a grant and using County funds 
to supplement the grant. 


The jail was tuck pointed, a new roof was put on. Inside a complete 
overhaul was made. The Sheriff's residence was moved out, Full-time 
jailers now keep constant surveillance on prisoners. 


County Radio services for police, fire and other emergencies are 
located in the County jail including modern monitoring equipment. 


Other officers with space in the County Jail building are General 
Assistance, Probation Officer, and the Southern Illinois Law Enforcement 
Office. At the present, the State Department of Corrections is threatening 
to close the jail due to its present conditions. 


So, the next time we write about our jail, we may write a short note 
that our old jail that has served Perry County for so many years, is closed 
by State regulations.

General Information About Obtaining 
A Delayed Birth Certificate 


When a person has checked with the County Clerk’s Office for a birth 
certificate and finds that it was not recorded, then an application for a 
delayed birth certificate can be applied for. At least two (2) proofs must 
accompany the application which states the name of the child, date of 
birth, place of birth, name of the father and maiden name of the mother. 
These proofs can be an old family Bible record, a baptismal certificate if the 
child was baptized before the age of 10 years, a school record, an affidavit 
of a relative that is older or if parents are living, they can sign the affidavit, 
or a certified copy of a marriage application of the person who is applying 
for the birth certificate. 


After the application for the delayed birth certificate has been filled out 
and properly attested to, it is submitted to the Bureau of Vital Statistics at 
Springfield. If all the information is in proper form, the delayed birth 
certificate is issued and returned to the County Clerk’s Office and filed in 
the Delayed Birth Records. 


The County Clerk’s Office is the keeper of birth, death, and marriage 
records and the only place a certified copy of the same can be secured. A, 
certified copy of either costs $3.00 payable in advance and. can be picked 
up in person or requested by mail.

Instructions For Obtaining A Marriage License 
In Perry County 


Where to Apply: 


Office of Winton L. Bigham, Perry County Clerk 
Perry County Courthouse 
Hours: 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. Monday through Friday 


When to Apply: 


Both parties MUST appear at the County Clerk’s office, each bringing 
with them a Physician’s Certificate. The Physician’s Certificate must be 
dated and not more than 15 days old when the application is made. 


Important: 


Persons obtaining a marriage license in Perry County MAY NOT use 
the license in any other county. The license must be obtained at least one 
day prior to being used. The license is void 60 days after the effective date. 


Fees 


The fee for a marriage license is $25.00 CASH-NO CHECKS 
ACCEPTED, effective January 1, 1982. 


Qualifications for Residents of the State of Illinois: 


Age Requirements: 

In order to be married in Illinois without parental consent, you must 
be at least 18 years of age. If you are 16 or 17 years of age, BOTH 
PARENTS must sign a parental consent form in the County Clerk’s office, if 
not possible for your parents to sign in this office, it may be done before the 
County Clerk in your parents county. 


Proof of Age: 


It will be necessary to show proof of age when applying for a marriage 
license if you are less than 18 years. 


Medical Examination: 


The State of Illinois requires that both parties to a marriage must have 
a Physician’s Certificate at the time of the application for a marriage 
license. This certificate verifies your physical examination. It must be 
signed by both the bride and groom and also the physician. Physician’s 
Certificates are accepted from other states as long as they have not 
exceeded the 15 day period. 


Qualifications for Non-Residents: 


Non-Residents CAN NOT obtain a marriage license if the said 
marriage would be void in their state. 


Return of License: 


The license must be returned to the County Clerk’s office by the 
officiant of the ceremony within 10 days after the date of marriage. 


Marriage by a Judge: 
If you wish to be married by a judge, you may make your own 
arrangements prior to the ceremony. 


Obtaining a Certified Copy: 


A copy of your marriage license issued in Perry County may be 
obtained from the County Clerk’s office. Include the maiden name of the 
bride, the groom’s name, the date of marriage, and the fee of $3.00. An 
additional copy of the same certificate may be obtained for $2.00. Address 
your requests to:
